The advances of the Lumumba 
forces in Kivu are accompanied 
by anti-white hostility. 


United Nations headquarters 
here stated that “scattered vio- 
lence” against Europeans had 
occurred again in Bukavu, capital 
of Kivu. It appears that Belgians 
and other foreigners have been 
arrested and mistreated. 


According to a private account 
from Goma, 130 miles north of 
Bukavu, Europeans were forced to 
proceed down a central street on 
their hands and knees. 


The pro-Lumumba infiltrations 
into secessionist Katanga were 
said to have taken place south 
of the Kivu town of Kasongo in 
the direction of Kongolo and Ka- 
balo. This area is the scene of an 
uprising of the Baluba tribesmen 
against the government of Moise 
Tshombe, president of Katanga. 


According to unconfirmed re- 
ports, the pro-Lumumba forces 
that have appeared in northern 
Katanga were escorting a ‘“Bal- 
uba Government” for the area. 
An independent new province to 
be known as Luluaba was pro- 
claimed by Lumumba followers in 
Stanleyville last October. The 
province, which was to secede 
from Katanga, was to comprise 
the areas of Kamina, Albertville 
and Kolwezi.

The government charges the 
landlords are evicting the tenants 
because they want to vote. The 
landlords dispute this. 


Some of the tenants have moved 
from their farms into a tent city 
set up near Somerville in west- 
ern Tennessee, where they are 
living on donations of food. and 
clothing. 

Early Thursday at, Somerville, 
Early B. Williams J¢.,.25, Negro 
father, was shot in the arm’ while 
he slept in the tent city. Friends 
who took him to a hospital said 


they believed he was shot by a 
person in a passing car. Williams 
was treated and released. 


The government asked for an 
injunction to prevent the evictions 
until the federal district court in 
Memphis hears the evidence and 
decides if the Negroes are being 
ordered off the land because they 
registered to vote.

Examiners 
Asks for Ruling; 


Harrison Resigns

Secretary of State Ben Fortson 
Jr. said Thursday that members 
of the State Board of Barber and 
Beautician Examiners should not 
be permitted to collect fees. 


“I don’t think they have the 
authority under law to collect 
fees anyway,” Fortson said. “‘I 
am asking the attorney general 
for a ruling on the matter.” 


Meanwhile, Samuel Talmadge: 
Harrison of Atlanta resigned from 
the board in compliance with Gov. 
Vandiver’s demand. 


ADMITS “‘NEGLIGENCE” 


Vandiver said Harrison, who 
admittedly failed to promptly 
and properly remit all fees he 
collected, had conducted himself 
in a manner “incompatible with 
ro Oe ss of any public of- 
icial,”’ 


Harrison, who had been highly 
recommended to Vandiver for ap- 
pointment to the board, told Fort- 
son Thursday that he was sorry 
he had embarrassed his office 
and the office of the governor. 


Harrison claimed he was not 
guilty of any willful wrongdoing, 
but admitted he had been ‘‘negli- 
gent”’ in failing to keep proper 
records and failing to properly 
remit fees. 


ORDERS NO FEE-TAKING 


Fortson said that since the Har- 
rison case was brought to light 
by The Constitution Tuesday he 
has ordered all members of the 
board to temporarily stop collect- 
ing fees. 


“I wired each member and told 
them to refrain from making any 
collections until I have an opinion 
from the attorney general,” Fort- 
son said. 


Fortson said he also is asking 
the attorney general to issue an 
official opinion as to whether the 
secretary of state has any au- 
thority over the board members. 


“T have taken the position in 
the past that I have no authority 
over the board members except 
to the extent that I become re- 
sponsible once any of their reports 
or fee collections are turned over 
to the examining office,’’ Fortson 
said. 


Fortson said he assumed this 
position because the board was 
created by a law which stipulates 
that members to be consid- 
ered public officers and that their 
appointment by the governor 
must be confirmed by the Senate. 
‘l have considered the board 
autonomous,”’ Fortson said. 


WOULD ASK LAW 


He said that if: the attorney 
general rules the secretary of 
state does have authority over 
the board and the board’s mem- 
bers have authority to collect 
fees, he will drastically change 
the method of collection by board 
members. 


“They will have to make daily 
reports and keep official receipt 
books that will be audited regu- 
larly,’’ Fortson said. 


(Harrison. had told Fortson he 
made reports and remitted fees 
‘‘twice a month or once a week— 
or whenever it was convenient’’) 


Fortson said that if the attorney 
general rules he has no authority 
over the board members, he will 
recommend that the 1961 General 
Assembly enact legislation to pro- 
hibit the members from collecting 
fees.

Since 1940 a total of 18,623 men, 
women and children have died on Geor- 
gia highways. Additional thousands have 
been maimed and injured. Property dam- 
age and losses run into untold millions. 


As of yesterday, highway traffic had 
claimed 1,024 lives in 1960—second high- 
est number in the history of the state. 
The Christmas week-end tragedy, 28 
killed, was augmented in the last two 
days by five more, including two young 
brides. 

Since the advent of the automobile, 
more than 62,000,000 men, women and 
children have been killed, maimed or 
injured on the nation’s roads. Total num- 
ber killed is more than a million, a figure 
greater than fatalities in all the wars this 
country has fought. Losses are in the 
billions of dollars. 


(ause of this slaughter is known. 
More than 85 per cent of all fatal acci- 
dents can be laid to human error. Geor- 
gia State Patrol officials so attributed 
most deaths last weekend. 


The remedy has not been found. The 
carnage continues. 

Improvements in law enforcement, 
courts and penalties would help. Driver 
education and reeducation would cut the 
toll. So would periodic examination of 
drivers and vehicles and better engineer- 
ing of vehicles with safety in mind. 


With attacks on all these fronts and 
with the never-ending battle by all news- 
papers and other media, drivers continue 
to act like murderers behind the wheel. 
Just try the Atlanta expressways to find 
out how many there are! 

But here’s another warning to drivers, 
all of whom say, “It can’t happen to me.” 
The long New Year weekend is coming 
up. Thirty-three dead since the Christ- 
mas holidays began say it CAN happen 
to you

U.S. Trade Surplus Is 
Highest in Three Years 


Worry over the continuing balance- 
of-payments problem may be alleviated 
somewhat by a report of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce showing our exports 
in 1960 will be 20 billion dollars—one- 
third above last year. Our trade surplus 


will be five billions, the largest in three’ 


years. 

The rise in exports is not only in such 
basic commodities as cotton and grain but 
in manufactured products such as auto- 
mobiles, aircraft, machinery and steel. 
These sales abroad provide many thou- 
sands of American jobs and show our 
continued ability to compete in world 
markets. 

Biggest sales increases have come 
from Western Europe and Japan which 
were helped to recovery following World

War II through American aid. Thanks to 
this aid, these nations now are prosper- 
ous and are our best customers. This fact 
alone justifies continued development aid 
to other countries in order to expand 
trade and American markets. 


In spite of the trade surplus, our bal- 
ance-of-payments deficit is still running 
at four billions a year—due to U.S. ex- 
penditures abroad, public and private. 
Unless these can be offset by bigger trade 
surpluses and reciprocal tourist travel to 
this country, the next administration will 
be forced to take steps to further curtail 
our own spending abroad in order to 
protect our currency.

Formula on Idle Funds 
Shouldn’t Take Forever 


After an executive session in the gav- 
ernor’s office, the State Depository Boakd 
announced it had decided to defer fo 
further study the question of the interest 
the state’s idle funds should draw. 

State Treasurer George B. Hamilton, 
who is executive officer of the board, 
said he is going to make the study him- 
self. 

After all these months, it seems the 
board would have had ample time to 
come up with facts and figures and a 
formula. Mr. Hamilton, as state treas- 
urer these many years, must know how 
the state’s money flows, when and how 
much is likely to be idle at any given 
time. 

The State Highway Department an- 
nounced recently that it expects to earn 
as much as a million dollars in invest- 
ments of idle monies during the first 
year. This can be considered funds that 
otherwise would have been gifts to banks 
having their use. 

Granted that the Highway Depart- 
ment probably has more idle funds than 
any other because of the nature of its 
operations, all departments with such 
funds should make an accounting of 
what they’re doing, too. The taxpayers 
should be informed of how the legisla- 
tive intent is being carried out. 

Failure to invest idle funds obviously 
has cost Georgia taxpayers many mil- 
lions through the years. Let’s end this 
costly patronage practice permanently 
with a formula that will yield the maxi- 
mum.

Georgia Ports Record 
Brisk Trade Increase 


One of the most dramatic stories of 
the year is the boom in commerce flow- 
ing through Georgia ports. 

For the first time in the history of the 
Georgia Ports Authority, Savannah's fa- 
cilities handled more than a million tons. 
In so doing it surpassed its closest com- 
petitor in the area, Charleston, S.C., by a 
comfortable margin. 

In addition, total port trade in Georgia 
showed a gain of 34 per cent compared 
to a national increase of only 10 per cent. 

On the basis of such noteworthy prog- 
ress, the ports authority is expected to 
ask the General Assembly for a multi- 
million dollar authorization to cover an 
eight-year program oi expansion. 

Details of such a proposal need to be 
spelled out and studied carefully. But 
certainly the authority has a powerful 
argument for expanded facilities in view 
of its year-end report which shows Geor- 
gia ports leading the Southeast in com- 
merce with foreign nations. —- 


Cities Lose People Despite Urban Migration 


The most important statistical fact of the 
urban age is that millions of people are leaving 
the farms and country towns for the big cities. 
The second most important statistical fact is 
that the big cities are losing population, too. 

These facts are not contradictory. If a fam- 
ily gives up farming in south Georgia for jobs 
in a factory in Atlanta, for instance, they don’t 
necessarily live in Atlanta. They may, but they 
also may live in the sprawling subdivisions 
north and of Decatur or in Clayton County 


or.in the reaches of Fulton beyond: the city.

If this thinning were just due to slum clear- 
ance and the like, no one could be concerned.

It won't help 
much if the city is abandoned, becomes one 
giant housing project. | 

Cities are for people. That means all kinds 


of people. If cities of tomorrow are one-class: 


cities, they will lose the vitality that made them 
important. to begin with. Then the cities of 
day after tomorrow will be second-rate nothings.

Consider first the mayor of Atlanta, William B. Hartsfield, and the 


Georgia’s windshield and 


secretary of the Georgia Democratic Party, George Stewart. 

Each claims—or some disattached voice of his claims—that he 
was the man who talked the Kennedys into speaking up for Martie 
Luther King when King was locked up in Georgia jails. On the sur- 
face, the competition for this credit would seem to qualify Mr. Harts- 
field and Mr. Stewart as candidates for last place in political popu- 


larity at home. 


On the national level, however, none less than President Eisen- 
hower has credited the two Kennedy telephone calls to Georgia with 
winning the presidency for John F. And who would want to let a 
president forget who elected him? Not Mr. Hartsfield, of the city. Or 


Mr. Stewart, of the state. 


Quite aside from the motives that led them to confess com- 
petitively, each contender should be confident that the Kennedys know 
which one was the archer. So their self-revelations seem vitally un- 
necessary here at this tinje of racial resentment. What they did was 


politically indicated. Peo 


assume these things go on. But the 


public is seldom told overtly that such manipulations have occurred. 
Thus we gather that both Mr. Stewart and Mayor Hartsfield are 
filled with vague questionings. And we may have one answer. 


The mayor, as he says, was instrumental in getting John F. 
Kennedy to telephone Mrs. King when King was in Fulton County 
jail. And Mr. Stewart, as he or a friend of his says, was helpful in 
getting Bobby Kennedy to telephone the DeKalb County judge who 
ordered King to the state penitentiary for four months. 


Which one of these calls elected Kennedy president has not 
been definitely established, and this alone is enough to cause some 
uncertainty in the Hartsfield and Stewart breasts. The further answer 
which we can provide indicates a sharing of the uncertainty on the 
national level. Our information is this: 


John F. Kennedy’s call to Mrs. King was a carefully considered 
and delicately balanced plan framed by the candidate’s advisers and 
executed by the candidate after.they heard from Hartsfield. Bobby’s 
call to the judge—a much more éxtreme step—was made without 
consultation with the advisers who had framed the plan for the 


other call, and it filled them with irritation’So Mr. Hartsfield- and 


Mr. Stewart can be forgiven at least some of their anxiety at home; 
they talked to different Kennedys and they don’t know which one 


had the Toni. 


As for looking toward the future, we may as well recognize that 
politicians, locally or nationally, will practice their craft with the 
materials at hand. We Georgians provided, by our misuse of one 
Negro minister, the materials that are credited with electing a presi- 
dent to the detriment of this state’s good name. We can't pass that 
buck to the politicians; it stops with us.

Kennedy Will Run 
Things---Himself 


WASHINGTON — The biggest appointment 
that has been made by John Kennedy has noth- : 
It has not been | 


ing to do with the Cabinet. 


“‘announced,”’ with or without fanfare, and never will be. This is 
the unstated decision of President-elect Kennedy to appoint John 
F. Kennedy, late of the Senate, to be the new administration's prin- 
cipal and senior adviser on strictly political affairs. 


Kennedy intends to be his own 
political expert to a degree not 
seen in the presidency in a good 
many years—surely not seen dur- 
ing the Eisenhower administration 
and actually not seen in the ten- 
ure of the last Democratic presi- 
dent, Harry Truman. 

For the same Kennedy who has 
surrounded himself with egghead 
types as “idea men’ in many 
fields has no smallest intention of 
obtaining his controlling ideas as 
to the conduct of his practical 
politics from these types—or from 
his Cabinet members, either. 

This field he has quietly but 
firmly reserved for himself. The 
only parallel is that of the era 
of Franklin Roosevelt. Roosevelt, 
too, had swarms of ‘‘experts,”’ 
academic and otherwise, about 
him. 

He listened sometimes to them 
and was influenced by them some- 
times about the programs he 
might adopt—in economics, in for- 
eign affairs and so on. But the 
throttle marked “operating poli- 
tics’’ was for FDR’s use alone; 
it might as well have had on it the 
legend, ‘‘hands off.”’ 

President-elect Kennedy will run 
the new administration’s politics 
in similar style. His notion is that 
here is one game that is better 


played by one head than two or 
three or more. 

This, indeed, is not unrelated to 
his eventual determination—after 
pushing the question back and 
forth and looking at it in every 
light—to appoint his brother Rob- 
ert as attorney general. 

Thirty-five-year-old Robert Ken- 
nedy’s presence in the Cabinet 
will have a significance wholly 
apart from its so-much-discussed 
obvious aspect: Was it really 
“‘wise”’’ for the president-elect to 
select for his Cabinet a man both 
so young and so intimately re- 
lated? 

For the mere fact that Robert 
Kennedy goes into the Cabinet 
will bring an abrupt end, as he 
himself has rightly recognized, 
to the career of Robert Kennedy 
as brilliant political manager for 
John Kennedy. 

Robert Kennedy’s real power, 
therefore, will be the lesser rath- 
er than the greater for his entry 
into the Cabinet. But, more im- 
portant still, the appointment will 
clear the way for the president- 
elect to do what he always intend- 
ed to do anyhow: to give an exclu- 
sively personal direction, at the 
top and in all the big decisions, 
to the plain politics of his admin- 
istration,

Should Kennedy 
Fight Rule 22? 


WASHINGTON—When the new Congress con- 
venes next week, the news will soon be filled 
with references to ‘“‘Senate Rule 22’’ and what 


to do about it. On the surface this opening controversy is going to 
sound boring, look trivial, and seem to concern only a parliamentary 


technicality. 

At stake is much more than 
Robert’s Rules of Order or even 
the Senate’s Rules of Order. The 
issue is one of substance, not just 
procedure. 

True, the Senate will be talking 
about procedure — the procedure 
of how to maintain extended, sub- 
stantial, thorough debate without 
allowing itself to become block- 
aded by the filibuster. 


Though as a senator Kennedy 
used to be quite a hot advocate 
of making ‘‘majority rule’ pre- 
vail in the Senate, and frequent- 
ly committed himself to this ob- 
jective during the campaign, the 
word from Palm Beach is that 
the president-elect wants to post- 
pone the issue until later. - 

Kennedy’s position is defensi- 
ble though it may not prove to be 
well-conceived. He wants to try 
to insure the enactment of his 
priority legislative program be- 
fore tackling Rule 22, which is 


more controversial to the Dem-: 


ocrats than to the Republicans. 


He indicates that he expects to 
get substantial Southern Demo- 
cratic support for his program, 
including a depressed - areas bill 
and aid to education, and he does 
not want to risk alienating any 
Southerners, at least not pre- 
maturely. 

But when Kennedy implies that 
he is merely postponing for a lit- 
tle while the prospect of chang- 
ing Rule 22 so that, as Sen. Mike 
Mansfield remarked at Palm 


Beach, it can come up “at the

right time, in the right way, un- 
der the right circumstances” — 
he may well find that he is. post- 
poning any possible change for at 
least two years. 

There are two factors on the 
side of taking up Rule 22 on Jan.

1. Historically it has been 
proved that the “right time’’ and 
the “right circumstances’ to 
bring up any change in the Sen- 
ate rules is at the opening of 
a new Congress. Then and only 
then is the Senate free of a fili- 
buster against changing the rules. 
During the campaign Sen. Ken- 
nedy remarked more than once: 
‘‘When the 86th Congress opened, 
I favored such action to curb the 
filibuster.” But as president, he 
doesn't want to curb the filibus- 
ter when the 87th Congress opens. 
Perhaps Kennedy was right the 
first time. . 

2. Kennedy’s proposition that 
he can best get his priority pro- 
gram enacted ahead of any rule 


change, may prove truer in re- 


verse. He may well need to curb 
the filibuster in order to get his 
priority program enacted. Is he 
sure that Southern Democrats 


will not filibuster his aid-to-edu- - 


cation bill? Is he sure that Sen. 
Goldwater will not filibuster his 
depressed-areas bill? 

By trying to avoid an early

They can’t abide 
the impertinent fumbling of the 
amateur. They, not we, took the 
courses in education and they 
are therefore licensed, practic-

If I were a school teacher I 
might not be so crazy about 
certain kinds of parent partici- 
pation. I would consider the 
paper sale and many of the 
little PTA projects and parties 
a timewasting abomination. 
But I'd never for a minute 
question the right of a parent 
to examine the subject matter 
or method of my teaching. I 
would, if anything, consider. that 
his interest took precedence 
over my own. 


The Council of Motion Picture 


Organizations recently protested 
a fairly prevailing attitude that 
all movies should be suitable 
for children. In a_ socalled 
“friendly talk’? the council con- 
tended that the movie produc- 
tion code aims at keeping 
movies ‘‘within reasonable mor- 
al bounds” but, it adds: ‘‘The 
Production Code never was in- 
tended to replace parents.

‘Asks Counties Get Growth Aid 


From State and Free Hand 


The Senate Industry and Labor Committee re- 
ported Thursday that lack fo an equitable tax structure 
in Georgia’s counties “is a severe hindrance to indus- 


trial development.” 


The committee thus joined a 
special legislative committee and 
a committee studying the Mini- 
mum Foundation Program in 
recommending a program of tax 
re-evaluation. 


The Senate committee declared 
that it feels the program ‘‘can 
best be carried on by the state 
providing aid and assistance to 
the individual counties” and 
*‘without force or pressure from 


_ the state government.” 


The committee had said 
the State Revenue Department 
should be allowed to\hire experts 
to help get the job do 


Th interim Senate / committee 


said varying tax rates and “low 
and unrealistic proparty assess- 
ments” are keeping many coun- 


ties from moving ahead in in- 
dustrial development. 


It said that a “state-wide pro- 
gram of tax re-evaluation will be 
an important step forward in our 
economic development.’’ 


At the same time, the commit- 
tee said it found that ‘one of 
the greatest weaknesses in the 
total economic 
Georgia is that 90 per cent of the 
local communities do not have the 
necessary “know how” to carry 
on a program of industrial de- 
velopment.” 


It recommended the ‘Project 
Progress’’ work being done by 
the Government Operations Com- 
mittee as a means of setting a 
pattern for the state og economic 
progress. 


The committee was headed by 
Sen. Clarence E. Barrett Sr. of 
Cleveland. 

The committee also urged that 
the state’s public relations pro- 
gram aimed at attracting new in- 
dusiry “be expanded immedi- 
ately.’ And it also called for in- 
creased appropriations to the 
Georgia Commerce Department

There's a story to be told by two 
readers’ letters and perhaps I can 
give you a useful tip about avoid- 
ing ‘“‘between-meal hunger,” if 
you are on a reducing diet.

College Causes 
‘Extra Youth’ 


LONDON (WMS)—College life 
encourages prolonged adoles- 
cence—a fact that one research- 
er says is responsible for high 
rates of mental illness and sui- 
cide among students. 


Dr. R. W. Parnell, in a report 
in World Health, found the sui- 
cide rate among students at Ox- 
ford University 11 times higher 
than in the general population 
between the ages of 15 and 24. 


Of 145 students who dropped 
out of school for a term, Dr. 
Parnell found half did so be- 
cause of mental illness. 


“The explanation is largely 
that the university encourages 
prolonged adolescence,” the ar- 
ticle noted. ‘‘Students remain in 
what amounts to tutelage for 
long years of study before they 
can fulfill the role of adults and 
achieve social maturity. 


“Economically they remain 
dependent, which often prevents 
them from marrying and reach- 
ing sexual maturity.”

A surpcioe snowstorm. put the 


big cities of the East on the 
skids Thursday. 


Two inches of wet, heavy snow 
moved into New York and crip- 
pled air travel. Idlewild and La- 
Guardia fields cancelled 110 
flights because of snow and re- 
duced visibility. There were no 
landings at LaGuardia for two 
hours and 25 minutes, but condi- 
tions began to return to normal 
by late afternocn. 


CARS LEFT AT HOME 


Thousands of New Yorkers de- 
cided to leave their cars at home 
and jammed the buses and trains 
on their way to and from work. 


Pittsburgh was caught off base 
by a three-inch snowfall which 
the weathermen hadn't predicted. 
Philadelphia got sleet, freezing 
rain and snow. City traffic was 
moving, although slowly, and 
highway crews kept the Pennsyl- 
vania Turnpike open. 


New Jersey and Connecticut 
likewise weathered the combina- 
tion of slush and snow, while 
Washington, D.C., had light 
snows followed by cold rains. 


TEXAS HIT 
Southern California and Texas 
also had major weather troubles. 


For the second straight day, 
winds up to 70 miles per hour 
swept Southern California.
